another 20,000 quetzals by 2 p March, and that courier for the above 
would take $30,000 U.S. to the Chief of Station, Guatemala. 


2. On 19 February, the Chief of Station, Guatemala, was 
instructed to convert $20,000 of Station funds in U.S. currency 
into quetzals. Quetzals are not available in quantity outside 
of Guatemala. An attempt had been made to obtain the above amount 
in the United States as well as in countries adjoining Guatemala, 
but had been unsuccessful. The quetzals were to be delivered to 
a messenger fror L 3 who would turn over an equivalent amount 
of U.S. dollars in currency. The dollar’s were coming from
